who participate along with other patients in com- 
petitive games and tournaments. 


In each case we design a patient’s active rehabili- 
tation program with specific objectives in mind| We 
then work to accomplish these objectives. The|na- 
tural beauty of surrounding lakes, resort area qou- 
pled with the vacation atmosphere encourages the 
mental rehabilitation of the patients and sthff. 
Camp atmosphere is motivating for the patiertts. 
They react spontaneously in engaging in recrea- 
tional activities and sports such as boating, fishing, 
swimming, hiking, shuffleboard and many other 
outdoor events. 


The campers are most appreciative of the treat- 
ment they receive. In addition to letters of thanks, 
several have remembered Camp in their wills. Many 
case studies from our records demonstrate what 
can be accomplished in the physical and mental 
restoration of patients in a camp facility made to 
order for their rehabilitation. One of the Legion’s 
former contact officers is a good case history. This 
patient had received heart surgery twice, one open 
and one closed procedure. While awaiting another 
open heart operation on a mitro-valve and aorta, 
he spent a few weeks at camp to condition himself 
and take his mind off the forthcoming operation. 
He enjoyed his stay thoroughly and participated 
within his tolerance in swimming, sun bathing, fish- 


ing and boating. On August 30, 1967 he returned 
to the VA Hospital for open heart surgery. We are 
happy to report that three weeks later he was back 
home. The patient has asked me to thank the camp 
staff and Wisconsin Legion who made this stay in 
the north woods vacation land of Wisconsin possi- 
ble. He enjoyed vacationing while at the same time 
he conditioned himself for the open heart surgery. 


Camp American Legion Rehabilitation is the 
only camp of its kind for adults with mental and 
physical disabilities where active treatment and 
rehabilitation is given free of charge. This program 
at Camp is dedicated to the rehabilitation of our. 
comrades, “to live and help others live an enjoyable 
life.” Dividends for Wisconsin Legion and Auxil- 
iaries will be paid in health and happiness for their 
fellow veterans. 


Response of corrective therapists to work at 
Camp this year was gratifying. Six corrective thera- 
pists from the VA Center, Wood, Wisconsin and 
one from the VA Hospital, Tomah, Wisconsin vol- 
unteered. All co-operated in scheduling their vaca- 
tion time. Attitude of patients, visitors, director 
and people working at camp are conducive to 
healthful rehabilitation of the patients. The cor- 
rective therapists are looking forward to the open- 
ing of camp next season. 
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
